emerges south of. Wepener. 

The Basutos are excited. Assistant 
Commissioner Griffiths, with a force 
of police, left Maseru Friday, going 
where the Boers are about to trespass. 
The Kaffirs engaged for railroad work 
at Bloemfontein are deserting to pro- 
tect their villages. Advices reach Ma- 
seru almost hourly of Boer activity 
in the Orange Free State. 

The latest unofficial dispatch from 
Bloemfontein, dated Thursday, says: 
a e Boers continue to show grea 
activity and numbers of British troops 
are arriving daily.” 

The alleged ill treatment of the farm- 
ers who gave up their arms has called 
to the front the Friend of the Free 
State, published by the correspondents 
under military supervision. In its com- 
ments it says: 

“When the question of settlement 
comes, those o are responsible for 
the outrages will be called to account. 
We show leniency and tolerance toward 
rebels and we expect our example to 
be followed by those directing the en- 
emy’s affairs. We shall exact from the 
two presidents full reparation for cru- 
elty and inhumanity.” 

The army people at Bloemfontein are 
depending on water drawn from the 
wells. 

The afternoon papers are unsparing 
in their criticism of the military dis- 
positions permitting 500 men to be iso- 
lated and captured.

DUBLIN'S GAY WEEK. 


COMING OF THE QUEEN SET 
THE OLD TOWN AWHIRBL.

Such Festivities Have not Been Known 
in Ireland Since the Good Old 
Days of Which Charles 
Lever Wrote.

LONDON. April 7.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Copyright, 1900, by the Associated 
Press.] From a city of nervous for- 
| boding, political excitement and almost 
stagnant business, Dublin has been 
transformed into a capital as gay and 
as busy as any European center. The 
coming of the Queen, though to a 
Catholic country in the middle of Lent, 
has started a whirl of festivities such 
as there has not been in Ireland since 
the good old days of which Lever wrote. 
The Irish nobility have flocked across. 
the channel from their English homes 
in unprecedented numbers, and from 
the south, the west and the north of 
Ireland itself, old country families 
have poured into Dublin. : 

Superlatives have been almost elimi 
nated in the war comments and with 
the disappearance of possible foreign 
complications, editors and public news- 
papers take quite a moderate tone 
and treat what is happening in the 
war field with a certain historical per- 
spective. The depressing incidents of 
the week have caused Englishmen to 
resign themselves to a long struggle. 
The disposition to find fault with the 
War Office for not having anticipated 
the necessity for the enormous number 

horses seems unjustified. 

Nothing more was heard this week 
from the movement initiated by the 
ministerial members of the House of 
Commons to petition the government 
to proclaim the Orange Free State an- 
nexed to the British empire. 

London bankers are transmitting gold 
or its equivaint regularly to the Trans- 
vaal in paying checks of British offi- 
cers who are held prisoners, and the 
Standard Bank of Pretoria honors all 
such checks. Therefore, as no limit 
is placed on the luxuries bought by 
— prisoners, they live in much com- 
ort. 

There is no disposition here to make 
overmuch of the attack made on the 
Prince of Wales by Stpido, the anarch- 
ist lad, at Brussels Wednesday, while 
His Royal Highness was on his way to 
Copenhagen, but the British see in it 
the direct consequence of the conti- 
nental press attacks on Great Britain 
in connection with the war. :

ENGLAND THRILLED. 
IA. F. EARLY A.M. REPORT] 

LONDON, April 7.— The escatter- 
brained .youth and his f.3 pistol 
gave England a thrill that has not yet 
been quite effaced by the instant 
knowledge that the Prince of Wales 
was unharmed. This was the first 
time that the Prince has been at- 
tacked, though the assassination of 
the Queen has been attempted five 
times—by Oxford in 1840; by Francis 
in 1842; by Bean in the same year; by 
Hamilton in 1849, and by MacLean at 
Windsor in 1882. The life of no mon- 
arch in Europe has been in danger so 
many times as has that of Queen Vic- 
toria, though with the exception of 
Emperor William, the hereditary ruler 
of every principal country has had at 
least one experience with an assassin. 

The Prince of Wales's cool and gen- 
tle demeanor when he emerged from 
the smoke of the gunpowder and re- 
quested those who had laid hands upon 
Sipido not to treat him harshly, is ad- 
es immensely. In perfect composure 
the Prince returned to his carriage and 
sat down to a game of map with the 


similar impassiveness in the South of 
France at the time of the terrible 
earthquake several years ago. He was 
asleep when the shock was first felt, 
but was awakened at once and warned 
to eseape, but he refused to be de- 
prived of his rest by so trivial a thing 
as an earthquake. . 
The attempt upon the Prince has 
placed in still-clearer relief Ireland's 
chivalrous reception of the Queen. 

A member of Parliament tells a 
charming story of the Queen and Lady 
Roberts. When Lady Roberts visited 
Windsor, a few days before she sailed 
for the Cape, the Queen handed her a 
small parcel, saying: 

“Here is something I have tied up 
with my own hands, and that I beg 
you will not open until vou get home.“ 
‘Lady Roberts found that the parcel 
contained the Victoria Cross won by 
her dead son by his gallantry at Co- 
lenso.

DUBLIN, April 7.—{[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The weather is milder and it is 
not. raining.

A lit- 
tle girl presented the Queen with a 
bouquet, to which a card was at- 
tached bearing the inscription: 

“To our beloved Queen, from the chil-

TA. F. DAY REPORT.) 
LONDON, April 7.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] A special from Shanghai an- 
nounces that the American, British, 
French and German ministers have 
sent a joint mote to the Chinese For- 
eign Office, demanding the total sus- 
pension of the society of “Boxers” 
within two months, and announcing 
that otherwise the powers mentioned 
will land troops and march into the 
interior of the northern provinces, 
Shan Tung and Che Li, in order to 
secure the safety of foreigners. 
According to the same dispatch the 
American, Italian and French lega- 
tions are now provided with naval 
guards from the large gathering of 
warships at Taku. 

Liu Kun Im, Viceroy of Lang 
Kiang, has had three audiences with 
the Dowager Empress relative to the 
Emperor, and it is believed that he has 
impressed her with the advisability of 
restoring His Majesty to power. 

NO CONCERTED ACTION. 

fA. P. DAY REFORT } 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—It ts said 
at the State Department that the last 
heard from Minister Conger of the 
United States within the last few 
days, was that there was no substan- 
tila! change in the situation in China. 
The minister has not informed the de- 
partment of the concerted action of the 
powers reported from Peking. 

It is said here that so far as the 
United States Minister is concerned, 
nothing has been done to commit the 
United States government to action in 
combination with the powers. Mr. 
nger’s instructions enable him to 
ake as strong a presentation as he 
might deem necessary of the desire 
of his government that full protection 
should be extended to American resi- 
dents in China. It was entirely proper 
for him to couch this demand in strong 
language, and even to intimate the 
intention of the United States govern- 
ment to undertake, through its own 
agencies, to supply the needed protec- 
tion to our citizens, should the Chi- 
nese government fail in its duty in 
that matter. In doing this, Mr. Con- 
ger might have acted in preciselv the 
same line as the representatives of 
some of the great European powers at 
Peking, but the officials are confident 
that he did not become a party to any 
concert of action. The United States 
Minister was specifically instructed on 
this point, that he must act on his own 
responsibility, and, while his course 
might lie parallel to that followed by 
the other ministers resident in Peking 


with them in a concert. 

Just how far the minister has gone 
in the direction indicated is at present 
unknown here. The naval officers do 
not believe that he has yet summoned 
a naval force from Admiral Watson's 
command to guard his quarters in 
Pekin, for in such case they assume 
that the naval commander addressed 
would have notified the Navy Depart-

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 

“GAP” LINE BRIDGE WORK. 
SANTA BARBARA, April 7.—[(Reg- 
ular Correspondence. ]! A farce of 
twenty men arrived here at noon to- 
day th go to Naples to work on the 
Dos Pueblos siee! viaduct to be built 
on the “gap” railroad line. O. Cross- 
field, superintendent of construction for 
the Thompson Bridge Company of San 
Francisco, is in charge. He said this 
afternoon that he expected to put in 
a mile of steel bridge work on the 
x The Dos Pueblos viaduct wil 
be 700 feet long and eighty feet high. 
About seven hundred tons of steel will 
go into the work. Many of the heavy 
girders are sixty feet in length, with 
am weight of ten tons each. This is the 
viaduct on the gap.“ 
the heaviest one being a 900-foot bridge 
to be constructed at Gaviota, forty 
miles from here. Two yiaducts, 450 
and 510 feet long, are to be built north 
of Gaviota, and three, 636, 600 and 700 
feet in length, between Gaviota and 
Dos Pueblos. The first viaduct will be 
finished in about a month. With the 
force of riveters, to arrive here in ten 
days, forty men will be worked at Dos 
Pueblos. It is expected that all of the 
bridge work will be completed by Sep- 
tember. Collis P. Huntington is quoted 
as Stating that the gap will be closed 
by September 1. It would seem hardly 
possible that the statement can be 
made good. Track-laying depends 
upon the completion of the viaducts. 
If these are finished by the date 
named, construction will have to be 
rushed with all speed. The masonry 
foundations are all built, and only the 
steel work remains to be done.

NEEDLES, April 7.—[{Reguler Corre- 
spondence.}] It is reported that a new 
80-stamp mill will be erected soon in 
Eldorado Cafion, forty miles above 
here, on the Colorado River. 
The Arizona and New England Min- 
ing Company has shut down its 20- 
stamp mill and cyanide plant, while 
doing some tunneling, which will de- 
crease the expense of handling the ore. 
It is expected that the mill will start 
up in a few days. This company re- 
cently made a strike in one of its 
mines, the Bolivar, of ten feet of ore, 
which will run several thousand dol-. 
lars per ton. The ore was found at 
a depth of 400 feet. 
The; Nevada and New England Min- 
ing Company is erecting a mill on the 
old Homestake property, and will have 
it completed and ready for operation 
within sixty days. There is plenty of 
ore in sight. 
The Quartette Company is erecting 
a 20-stamp mill opposite Searchlight, 
Ney., on the west bank of the Colorado 
River. One hundred tons et the ma- 
chinery has already been delivered. 
There will be about 400 tons more 
of lumber, cement, lime and machinery 
to be taken up. The location of tke 
mill will be named Quartette, and 
promises to become a lively camp, This 
company expects to do’fcustom work 
and has fficient power to operate 
fifty stamps. A large amount of ore 
has already been secured at Search- 
light, and will be conveyed by wagon 
to the mill.

Les Angeles and San Diego Cham- 
bers of Commerce Officers and Di- 
rectors to Be . Entertained—Repub- 
lican Campaign Club Organized.

SANTA ANA, April 7.--[Regular Cor- 
respondence.]

POLICE AFTER A CLERK WHO

Tack 
the four arms on the foundation fram- 
ing the hole. Fourth, thread 4 fine 
needle with the two ends of a thin 
strand of silk, doubled in two to form 
a loop: with this needle and silk darn 
a straight row radiating from one of 
the edges of the patch. Before drawing 
the silk right through, * into the 1 
one of the frayed out threads, whic 
hold lightly in place with the thumd 


and by this movement both the silk 
and the frayed out threads will be 
drawn into the material, the smaller 
or pearl stitches scarcely showing on 
the right side. Be careful to have the 
darning started from the very edge of 
the patch to avoid any appearance of 
a break. Repeat this thread by thread.

900. The banks now hold 
excess of the requirements of the 2 
per cent. rule. 


REMARKABLE VARIATION. 
ta. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, April 7.—The Financier 
eays: “The statement of the associated 
banks of New York iesued April 7 is 
remarkable for its variation from 
known facts rather than for any influ- 
1 ence it will have on the current money 
market. In the first place figures prove 
that the treasury last week was «a 
debtor to the clearinghouse institutions 
for about $4,000,000, and operations with 
the interior resulted in a gain of at 
least one million additional. 
showing the effect of these additions io 
cash holdings the statement reveals a 
gain of less than two and one-half mil- 
lions in specie and an actual ‘oss of 
three-quarters of a fhillion in legals. 
In other words, the banks gained less 
than one and three-quarter millions 
the week. Assuming this to 
n the case, the weekly exhibit 
becomes immediately logical. The ex- 
pansion in loans, coupled with 
slight increase in cash, accounts for 
the expansion of $14,679,000 in deposits 
and, as the latter call for an extra 
reserve of $3,669,700, the actual aurplus 
is reduced $1,931,500, which is entirety 
different from what previous calcula- 
tions indicated. ‘There is no method 
of analysis by which this conflicting 
showing can be explained. Operations 
of single large banks do not figure as 
important factors in the totale, 
changes having been more generally 
distributed through the entire list than 
usual. The expansion in loans, of 
course, results from the week’s activity 
in speculative circles, and this was nat- 
urally responsible for the deposit in- 
crease. The unexplained feature is 
the failure to reflect the cash gains, 
but the system of averages employed in 
compiling the statement probably has 
obscured for the time being the addi- 
The heaviest decrease 
in cash reported by any one bank was 
only about two millions, not sufficient 
of itself to have accounted for the dis- 
appointing exhibit. The banks have 
added $437,500 to circulation, bringing 
the total to $20,674,500. The next week's 
statement will probably prove of an en- 
tirely different character from the pres- 
ent one, as the April disbursements in 
the form of interest and dividend pay- 
KX. will have been rathér fully set-

The Los Angeles Electric Company 
yesterday filed a statement giving rea- 
sons for the poor street-lighting service 
which has of late caused much com- 
plaint. The communication was the re- 
sult of a conference held last Wednes- 
day, at which time members of the 
Council asked the company to make an 
explanation in writing. The statement 
assigns as the chief cause of the dif- 
ficulty, the trouble incident to the m- 
stallation of a new style of lamp. The 
reason that the lamps in the southern 
part of the city have been left hanging 
near the poles at the side of the street 
for nearly a week is said to have been 
the necessity of changing the old car- 
riage to one that will suit the new in- 


closed arc lamp. ' 

City Engineer Olmstead and C. F. 
Derby, superintendent of the outfall 
sewer, are anxious that something shall 
be done at once to preserve the lin- 
ing of the system. For this purpose 
they wish the Council to authorize some 
minor changes in the construction of 
the sewer, and to procure better ven- 
tilation. They appeared before the 
Finance Committee yesterday and 
urged the necessity for immediate ac- 
tion. Owing to the straitened con- 
dition of the finances, it is probable 
that nothing will be done until the 
beginning of the next fiscal year. 

Street Superintendent Drain yester- 
day filed with the [City Autor a 
statement of the finances of the street 
department for the first three quarters 
of the fiscal year. The report shows 
that the department has kept well 
within the allowance on general ex- 
penses, but that the street-sweeping 
account has been heavily overdrawn. 
This is in large measure due to the 
fact that the “white angels” have 
been retained several months logger 
than was anticipated. 

The demands agaimst the city treas- 
ury still continue in excess of the tex 
collections, and credit balances in the 
funds show a consequent decline. Ow- 
ing to heavy calls on the funds last 
week, the Treasurer’s balance is con- 
siderably lessened. The second half of 
the city taxes becomes delinquent 
April 30. 

A serious charge has been brought 
against a nurse named Mr F. I.. 
Driggs, by the attorney for the Public 
Administrator and the detectives. She 
is accused of stripping diamonds from 
a patient who died at Santa Monica, 
and has given up the gems.

BETTER STREET LIGHTING. 


COMPANY ASSIGNS REASONS FOR 
THE INFERIOR SERVICE. 
— 

Installation of New System of 
Lighting Said to Present New Dif- 
ficulties Which it Takes Time 
to Solve—Immediate Improvement 
Promised and Now Under Way. 


From all parts of the city, protests 


have come to the council regarding 
street-light outages, and insufficient 
light. Recently, the electric company 


left lamps in the southern portion of 
the city hung very near the posts, in- 
stead of in the middle of the street, 
where they belong. This occasioned 
still further objections on the part of 
citizens who believe, since the recent 
epidemic of hold-ups struck, that there 
is none too much light along the high- 
ways at night, even under the most 
favorable conditions. Where the lamps 
were hung close to the posts, they only 
served to light the intersection of the 
streets, as the trees, which in most 
places are planted along the curb, 
served to restrict. the light to a very 
limited. area. 

In order to come to some under- 
standing, the Gas and Light Commit- 
tee of the Council had a conference 
last Wednesday with representatives of 
the Los Angeles and San Gabriel 
companies. On behalf of the companies 
it was urged that the installation of go 
many new lamps at one time pre- 
sented original difficulties which could 
only be solved after experience with 
the new style of lamp. Members of 
the Council asked the Los Angeles 
Electric Company, which nominally 
holds the city contract for street 
lighting, to make a written statement 
of the reasons for the poor service. 
This the company promised to do, and 
yesterday the gtatement, embodying 
the reasons that have caused the 
electric company so much difficulty, 
was filed. It was addressed to the Gas 
and Light Committee of the Council 
and was signed by H. M. Corlette, as- 
sistant general manager of the Los 
Angeles Electric. Company. After 


‘gtating the object of the communica- 


tion, the explanation reads,

substan- 
tially, as follows: 
“It is not our belief that you wish 


any technical description of the faults 
found in the lamps, and we will 
therefore briefly state what the de- 
fects in the lamps were and are: 


“First—The coil was impreperly in- 
sulated, causing it to burn out. This 
Was a very serious annoyance, as 


every one of the lamps was defective 
in this particular, and could only be 
remedied upon the receipt of new coils 
from the factory, for which we had 
to wait some time. — a 

“Becond—More recently a lead bal- 
ance weight in the lamp, under serv- 
ice, developed a bad constructipn. 
This weight, we find, becomes loose 
upon its spindle, and it is necessary 
to place a lock-nut on the same to 


make secure. This will eliminate a 
source of interruption. 
“Third—The dash-pot—a cylinder 


containing a plunger—in the operation 
of the lamp, gets heated, and causes 
the plunger to stick, putting the lamp 
out of circuit. We find that by using 
graphite as a lubricator trouble 
has been overcome. 

“These two defects, the second and 
third, which we are now dealing 
with, while not as serious as the fault 
in ‘the coils, have yet made no small 
amount of trouble. We have corrected 
these defects in over 200 lamps, and 
we promise to go over the balance at 


the rate of twenty to twenty-five 
mps per day, until all the lamps 
have been co ed 


reason why we should not render you 
just as good a service in the future as 
we have in the past.” 

“It has been the custom to trim the 
lamps once in three days which would 
account for the lamps being out more 
than one night if they failed to oper- 
ate. We are remedying this by pa- 
trolling the whole system every night. 

“As another step forward, between 
ourselves and the sub-contractors there 
has now been arranged a perfect un- 
derstanding as to testing the circuits, 
the entire work now being placed in 
the hands of one company, which win 
avoid confusion in this matter and in- 
terruptions due thereto. 

“Answering your complaint that 
some of the street intersection lights 
are hung close to the pole, we have to 
submit. that these lamps were so placed 
pending the change to the new lamps. 
This because the old lamp carriage 
does not fit the new lamp and in plac- 
ing the carriage for the new lamp, the 
old lamps’ place in the center of the 
street was taken up and the old lamp 
temporarily hung on the pole. This 
is now being remedied and by the early 
part of next week, all the lamps that 
belong there will be tn the center of the 
street intersections. 

“When we met the Gas and Light 
Committee on March 9, we promised 
to change all the inner globes from 
opal to clear. We immediately ordered 
the necessary inner globes by tele- 
graph. We had already ordered 500 
previous to this time, but increased the 
order to 1500. We are in receipt of a 
telegram from the Manhattan Company 
that the globes left Toledo on March 
24, and we expect them here within a 
very few days. 

“In view of all these considerations 
we would réspectfully solicit the mem- 
bers of your honorable body for a short 
continuance of that consideration 
which we are pleased to acknowledge 
in the premises. We are doing all we 
possibly can to perfect a system that 
will be a perfect system shortly. 


CITY FUNDS. 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The many demands presented for 
payment during the past week have 
materially depleted the balance in the 
eity funds. gThe weekly statement of 
City Auditor Carson shows that $24,- 
626.49 was paid out to meet claims 
against the city. Many of the funds 
are now far behind, and no noticeable 
improxement is expected before the 
last of the month, when the second in- 
stallment of city taxes will begin to 
come in rapidly. Despite the heavy 


calls upon them, the following funds 
still have credit balances as indicated:

Park, $541.42; street lighting, $1947.97;

The Treasurer’s balance for the ween 
is $335,525.30; last week the balance 
amounted to $360,151.79. Tax collections 
during the week amounted to $20,214.50;

Out of a total of about $322.000 that 
should be pald in as the second half of 
the city taxes, less than $100,000 has 
been collected to date. Taxes will be 
delinquent April 30. 


OUTFALL SEWER. 

NERDS IMMEDIATE ATTENTION. 

City Engineer Olmsted and C. F. 
Derby, superintendent of the outfall 
sewer, appeared before the Finance 
Committee of the City Council yester- 
day afternoon to ask that immediate 
attention be given to the outfall sys- 
tem. The City Engineer stated that 
it is imperative that action be taken 
to better the conditons in the outfall 
sewer and to stop, as far as possible, 
the disintegration and deterioration of 


the lining. 

Last October the Council procured the 
services of Rudolph Hering, a noted 
engineer of New York, in the hope 
that he might suggest some means 
whereby the sewer could be preserved. 
Mr. Herimg was brought here from San 
Krancisco at an expense of $200. He 
spent two days in examining the sys- 
tem, returned to New York ande from 
there forwarded a lengthy report of 
what he thought should be done. 

City Engineer Olmsted studied the 
recommendations of the expert, and in 
his annual report, submitted to the 
Council last November, made a sum- 
mary of What was necessary. In this 
summary, he recommended that the 
Council at once authorize plans and 
specifications for replacing the drop 
chamber” near Inglewood with “ogee” 
falls or some similar modern contriv- 
ance; that an attempt be made to mod- 
ify the terms of the contract with Dan 
Freeman so that the “midway” tunnel 
could be used for ventilation purposes 
that analyses of the gases and lining 
of the sewer, as well as of various 
kinds of coating enamel for future use, 
be made by an expert chemist, and that 
minor changes be made in the settling 
chamber at Agricultural Park. As yet 
none of these things have been done. 
The settiing chamber has been cleaned, 
which temporarily remedied the dim- 
culty at that point, but no action has 
been taken relative to permanent 
changes. 

The City Engineer yesterday made 
a plain statement of the facts to the 
Finance Committee. He read a por- 
tion of his report and asked that im- 


mediate action be taken, as the neces- | 
sity was very great. He especially 
urged that a change be made in the | 
drop chamber, that the chemist be em- 
ployed to test the noxious gases and 
that some arrangement be made at 
once for additional ventilation. He said 
that he had been informed that Mr. 
Freeman intended to insist on having 
the manholes that are now open closed | 
and that this action, if taken, would 
further accentuate the difficulties 
which the city would have to face in 
the preservation of the sewer. 

Superintendent Derby also made a 
strong plea for immediate action. He 
said that the deterioration was going 
on steadily and that it was specially 
noticeable near the drop chamber. 
sewer, he said, brought in enough rev- 
enue to pay for the changes, and he 
thought it should be applied to the 
needed renovations. 

Councilman Toll declared that he did 
not see any way in which the city could 
Spare the money to meet the necessary 
expense. It was near the end of the 
year, and every precaution was neces- 
sary in order to avoid a deficit. The 
money that came from the outfall 
sewer had been figured in with the 
other revenue-of the city, at the first 
of the fiscal year, and arrangement had 
already been made for its disburse- 
ment. The Council had not anticipated 
the necessity of making a heavy out- 
lay on the outfall sewer when the 
budget was prepared, and consequently 
no funds were available to meet the 
expense of the proposed changes. 

Councilman Pessell was of the opinion 
that the Council could do nothing until 
July 1, the beginning of the next fiscal 
year. At that time, he said, the Coun- 
cil would undoubtedly go into the mat- 
ter thoroughly. With this assurance 
the Engineer and Superintendent Derby 
were liged to be content. . 


STREET EXPENDITURES. 

THIRD QUARTERLY STATEMENT. 

A statement of the expenditures of 
the, street department from July 1, 
1899, to March 31, 1900, was filed with 
the City Auditor yesterday afternoon. 
On the general items of expense the 
report shows that the department has 


curely packed and 


kept well within the limit. The total 


amount allowed for such items was 
—— During the first three quar- 
ers of the fiscal year the de ment 
expended $60,638.16, leaving 
for the last quarter of $27,094.14. The 
amount allowed per quarter was §$21,- 
933.07, so the department will have a 
margin on general items for the last 
three months of 90161.07. Only one ac- 
count in the general expense list was 
overdrawn; only $400 was allowed for 
asphaltum and this sum has been over- 
drawn; «63.01. 

The street-sweeping account does not 
make as good a showing, owing in a 
large measure to the fact that the hand 
sweepers have been retained several 
months longer than was anticipated. 
The total sum allowed for sweeping the 
streets this year was $24,590. Of this 
sum $24,043.40 has already been ex- 
pended, leaving a net balance of $546.- 
60. The amount allowed for hand 
sweepers was $3756. This account has 
been overdrawn $4616, more than the 
amount originally allowed. Leaving 
the hand sweeping out of the account, 
the balance in the street sweeping 


funds amounts to $6163.35, or $984.15 .

Various items amounting to $2958.39 
are shown to have been ordered 
through the department, whereas no 
appropriation had been made in the 
annual budget to cover such expenses. 


“Cow Limit.” 
The recent extension of the “cow 


limit” so as to include a large section 


of territory in the southwestern part of 
the city has been exceedingly accept- 
able to the people residing in the terri- 
tory thereby brought under the pro- 
visions of the ordinance.

Park Finances. 


The quarterly statement of the park 
department for the third quarter of 
the fiscal year has been filed with the 
City Auditor.

The total amount allowed in 
the annual budget for the maintenance 
of the parks this year was $55,830. Thus 
far $43,632.53 has been expended, leav- 
Ing a balance of $12,197.47, with which 
to complete the year. The average 
expense per month for the past nine 
months has been $4848.06. The average 
expense estimated for e next three 
months is $4065 . 82. The bal- 
ance left in the funds will allow of an 
expenditure of $4164.32, thus leaving a 
small margin for contingent expenses 
not provided for in the estimates. The 
income from all sources during the 
nine months ending March 81 wus 
$1795.50

DIAMONDS RECOVERED. 

STRIPPING 

HER SICK PATIENT. 


Mrs. F. L. Driggs Charged With 
Taking Valuable Personal Property 
from Dr. Elizabeth J. Palmer, Who 
Lay on Her Deathbed at Hotel 
Arcadia in Santa Monica. | 


Mrs. F. L. Driggs, a nurse of this 
city, who has apartments in the large 
wooden building at the northeast cor- 
ner of Hill and Fifth streets, stands 
accused of having willfully possessed 
herself of the valuables of a dying 
woman, who was under her care. The 
story is peculiar, and not all the facts 


have yet come out. 

Last Wednesday afternoon Dr. Eliza- 
beth J. Palmer, a lady physician of 
this city, with offices in the Bryson 
Block, died suddenly in Santa Monica 
at Hotel Arcadia. Dr. Palmer has en- 
joyed a large practice here for several 
years past, and, it is said, was a mem- 
ber of the First Congregational Church, 
as well as of the Ladies’ Auxiliary of 
one of the local G. A. R. posts. She was 
well known, and among her 
acquaintances was very popular. 

She had been sick for several weeks, 
but it was not until last Monday that 
she removed to Hotel Arcadia,

Meantime Dr. Palmer had grown sud- 
denly worse, so that the hotei Lar pe 
were compelled to call in a physi 
with all haste, and procure a new 
nurse, pon Mrs. Driggs’s arrival the 
clerk informed her what had taken 
place, and also let her know that her 
services were no longer needed nor 
wanted, and she was forbidden to en- 
ter Dr. Palmer's room. 

But, it is said, she disobeyed orders, 
forced her way into the sick woman's 
room and secured possession @f the 
diamond ring which Dr. Palmer was 
wearing on her finger. The nurse, how- 
ever, did not insist on staying there 
during the rest of the night, and took 
a bed in another room. 

But morning came—the morning of 
Dr. Palmer’s death day—and Mrs, 
Driggs insisted on being reinstated as 
her nurse. Before noon, however, the 
woman was dead. 

The physician, who had been called 
in, began inquiries about the ring, and 
asked Mrs. Driggs about it. What fol- 
lowed is now related by Lawyer Moss, 
the attorney for the Public Adminis- 
trator, who soon had to interfere in 
the case.

WATER RATES. 
SUIT UP ON DEMURRER. 

The case of the West Side Water 
Company against.the City of Los An- 
geles, and the members of the Council 
was up in Judge Allen's court yester- 
day on demurrer. The matter was 
thoroughly argued, until noon, and 
then continued until tomorrow. 

The West Side Water Company con- 
tends that the city ordinance fixing 
water rates, at which fresh water shall 
be supplied to inhabitants of the city, is 
unjust. The rates are so low, it is 
said, that they do not afford the com- 
pany a reasonable and just compensa- 
tion for services rendered, nor a suffi- 
cient annual income to pay running 
expenses of maintenances, 
taxes, and to the shareholders a rea- 
sonable dividend on the par value of 
their stock. To this the company be- 
lieves it is entitled. The ordinance 
may be perfectly satisfactory to the 
Los Angeles City Water Company, for 
its circumstances are different, but 
upon the West Side Company, it is 
said, a hardship is worked. 

The suit, therefore, asks that the 
ordinance fixing rates be declared null 
and void, and that a mandatory in- 
junction issue compelling the Council 


to fix proper rates for the West Side 
people, and that defendants be en- 
joined from enforcing the ordinance 
that now obtains.

The case of Z. Williams, the Pasa- 
dena man who has been on trial the 
past week, for the third time, charged 
with committing numerous criminal 
assaults on the person of Norma Tom- 
linson, was given to the jury yesterday 
at 12:05 o’clock p.m.

AFTER THE LOTTERY. 


A great number of subscribers pur- 
chased quantities of tickets solely for 
the purpose of participating in the lot- 
tery drawings. Their gambling craze 
now being satisfied, they are desirous 
of obtaining whatever they can for the 
tickets not needed for personal use. 
This state of affairs is not generally 
known, and ignorance of the public on 
the subject is enabling schemers in al- 
most every country of the world to 
turn a handsome penny. In Germany, 
Russia and Italy a number of large 
parties have been organized to visit the 
Paris Exposition. The agency which 
arranges for a sojourn of two weeks in 
Paris guarantees a daily admission 
ticket to the fair. which is quoted at 
f.14. In reality, it will only cost the 
agency f.4, and the profit of f. 10 per vis- 
itor goes into the pockets of the agent. 

In Paris exposition tickets are given 
away by newspapers in order to obtain 
new subscribers, and shopkeepers and 
traders of all kinds are utilizing the 
fluctuating market as a means of in- 
creasing their trade. The exposition 
thus obtains an extraordinary amount 
of free advertising, traders do more 
business, and the general public is 
happy, since with the purchase of an 
article marked f.5 an exposition ticket 
is thrown in gratis.

The 
series of prepared skeletons which will 
be exhtbited side by side with the 
mounted forms will emphasize the fact 
that the changes have not been merely 
external, but that many differences of 
shape are directly due to modifications 
of the bony framework of the body—for 
example, in the heads of the wolfhound 
and fox terrier, as contrasted with 
those of the mastiff and bulldog. But 
there is yet a wider purpose in Prof. 
Lankester's new scheme. 

It will be a concrete embodiment of 
many of the facts recorded in Darwin's 
“Variation of Animals and Plants Un- 
der Domestication,” and should serve 
to spread and illustrate the doctrine of 
evolution. Even the casual visitor must 
be impressed with the diversity of 
breeds which have been produced from 
a common stock. and may be prompted 
to inquire how the various forms of life 
were developed on our planet. The 
student will see in them the confirma- 
tion of the views of Darwin and Wal- 
lace, that universal variability, fixed by 
selection, natural or artificial, is suffi- 
cient to account for the indefinite modl- 
fication of the forms of life.

COMPENSATION IN WEATHER. 


THE FACTS FAIL TO VERIFY THE THEORY AD- 
VANCED ON THIS SUBJECT. 


By a Special Contributor. 


The temperature and precipitation data for Denver dur- 
ing the past twenty-eight years have been compiled, in 
order to bring cut whatever relations successive seasons 
bear to one another, in the hope of throwing some light 
upon this so-called theory of compensation in weather. 
This theory, in effect, is that a season with an excess or 
defect of temperature or precipitation is followed by com- 
pensating conditions in the succeeding seasons. It has 
been found almost invariably that the temperature for a 
season, or a longer period, furnishes no certain index to 
the conditions to be looked for during the coming season. 
An exceptionally-warm spring or summer, it is generally 
thought, should follow an abnormally cold winter; but, in 
point of fact, this is the exception rather than the rule. 
It is equally impossible to establish any rule in regard to 
the matter of precipitation. Notably dry or wet seasons 
are more likely to be followed by merely normal ones 
than by seasons having compensating, or opposite, charac- 
teristica. McDowell has attempted te show the relation 
existing between that of a given winter and that of the 
thirty winters preceding. Measuring the cold of the 
winter seasons by the number of frost days from Septem- 
ber to May, he finds: (1.) The six mildest winters (since 
1871) were each preceded by a thirty-year group, having 
more than the average of frost days. (2.) The six coldest 
winters were each preceded by a thirty-year group having 
less than the average of frost days. (3.) Of fifteen thirty- 
year groups with excessive cold, as many as twelve were 
followed by mild winters, and only three by severe win- 
ters.

A Chat with Gen. Hughes. 

Gen. R. P. Hughes, who is in charge of the Visayans, 
is well fitted for the positicn. He had a good chance to 
study the Filipino character when he was provost marshal 
of the city of Manila. He took that place as soon as the 
city was occupied by our troops, and it was due to his 
vigilance that the insurgents were prevcnted from uprising 
and burning the Philippine capital. For months after the 
occupation be slept in his clothes. There were rumors of 
uprisings almost every day, but to most of them Gen. 
Hughes paid no attention. He merely kept his eyes open 
and said nothing. At last one day he doubled his guards, 
and ordered that the troops be kept in readiness for trou- 
bie. He had noticed that the Filipinos were taking their 
women end children out of Manila. They were leaving at 
the rate of hundreds a day, and their departure was to be 
followed by an uprising and the attempted massacre of 


the insurrection, and thus saved the city. 

When Gen. Hughes came here the natives burned the 
town upon leaving it. They said that the most of. the 
buildings in it belonged to Chinese and the English, and 
that their destruction would not hurt the natives, who live 
chiefly in the suburban villages of Molo and Harrow. They, 
therefore, soaked the principal houses with coal. oil, and 
lighted them. They burned all of the best buildings, in- 
cluding the industrial school and other public structures, 
so that today Iloilo is largely made up of ruins. 

After the general took possession there were more rumors 
of insurrections and the murder of foreigners. He paid no 
attention, but one day his native clerk asked for an after- 
noon off, that he might take his family out of the city. 
The gencral thought that might mean business, and he had 
the town searched for concealed weapons. He found that 
the matives had hundreds of knives concealed in their 
houses, and that they had planned to unite with a band 
of Tagalos, who were to operate from the outside, and at 
a concerted signal to rise, set the city on fire and murder 
the 

discovery of the plot prevented its carried 
out, and shortly after this Gen. Hughes ate oe of 
the Tagalos outside the town, and defeated them. He 
has now cleared the island of organized resistance, but he 
tells me it will be months before the banditti can be 
cleared out, as they will probably take to the mountains.

In talking of the situation, Gen. Hughes said: 

“I believe a great deal of harm is being done by the 
people of the United States discussing the advisability 
of leaving the islands. All such reports are published over 
here, and they have led the people to believe that the 
Americans will eventually give up the struggle. They had 
been assured that Congress, as’ soon as it met, would stop 
the war and withdraw the troops, and have been told that 
Mr. Bryan had advised that this should be done. You 
will be surprised to know that some of them can quote 
Bryan’s speeches and can name others of the anti-expan- 
sionists. Bryan has been pictured as almost equal to the 
President, in power. They have been given only one side 
of the case, and this has come from the Filipino news- 
papers, which are saying nothing favorable of the army 
of the Americans.”

IN CENTRAL AMERICAN FORESTS. 
A GRAPHIC PICTURE OF A COUNTRY OF COUNT- 
LESS STRANGE ANIMALS AND PLANTS. 


[Self Culture Magazine:] In the rainy season the rivers 
run between full banks, and dropping vines trail upon the 
water. Along the banks and on the sand-spits, among the 
zacate and gramalote grass, are ceuntless aquatic flowering 
plants. On bright days every bend of the stream reveals 
brown mud-crusted alligators lying upon the bank, and 
others lifting their ugly snouts above the water. After 
sunset a tapir or manatee may be seen crossing the river, 
and sharp eyes may detect, every now and then, a huge 
iguana hugging a branch overhead; or it may be that 
the first intimation of his presence is a splash, as he drops 
into the water from a height and with a force that would 
seem sufficient to burst him. Innumerable small iguanas, 
of bright metallic hues and with ugly 8p nal fringes, bask 
on the logs and snags near the bank, and, when disturbed, 
dart for the shore, moving their feet and tails so rapidly 
that they fairly walk upon the water. A, falling branch 
reveals a troop of monkeys in the trees above. They 
grimace, break off and throw down and shake the 
limbs as if in uncentrollable rage. A musky odor tells of 
a drove of wild pigs upon the bank. White and blue herons 
stand along the river side, or soar lazily from point to 
point; macaws, parrots, and parrakeets scream in the 
trees; buzzards circle high in air; an occasional hawk darts 
swiftly from bank to bank; and black and yellow song- 

alorg the banks. The air above the river is 
never silent, for from the first suspicion of morning light, 
when the howling-monkeys wake the forest with their bel- 
lowings, to sunset, when the shrill whistle of the gonga- 
loua—a species of grouse—marks the -hour of 6, wild 
pigeons, macaws, song birds, and monkeys have their turn. 
All night the grunting of alligators, the splash of leaping 
fish, the screams of jaguars, and the cries of nocturnal 
birds and beasts fill the air. A booming noise, like the 
distant report of a cannon, breaking through the night air 
and reverberating along the water, sounds the death-note 
of some giant of the forest that has crashed to earth, 
carrying everything within its reach. Out of the forests 
come clouds of fragrance, and sounds of myriad beasts and 
birds and insects. Back from the rivers, in the mysterious 
wilderness, the dark forests, the unknown jungle, there are 
numerous objects of interest; great cedar, almendra, 
gauchipilon, ceiba, and cortez trees rear their heads far 
into the sunlight of the day, their bases hidden in a dense 
undergrowth. Their entire foliage is at the top, and their 
great trunks, reaching up a hundred feet or more without 
a branch, offer a variety of studies in types of columns. 
Some rise stra'ght and smooth, some send out deep but- 
tresses, while others look like the muscle-knotted forearm 
of a Titan, with gnarled fingers gripping the earth in their 
wide grasp. Beneath the shelter of these patriarchs, aw 
completely protected from scorching sun and rushing wind 
as if in a conservatory, grow innumerable varieties of 
young trees, destined, some day, to be giants themselves. 
Still lower down luxuriate smaller trees, palms, tree-ferns, 
dense underbrush, and a network of creeping and climbing 
vines. There is not light enough for flowers beneath this 
dense canopy, and they, like the smaller birds, seek the 
tops of trees and banks of rivers, where sunlight and air 
are abundant. In the tree tops, orchids and other flower- 
ing parasites run riot. Many of the trees themselves are 
flowering, and if one can look down on a forest valley in 
March or April, the expanse will appear enlivened 
by blazing patches of crimson, yellow, purple, pink, and 
white. The river banks are the favorite homes of flower- 
ing vines, and there they form great curtains swaying 
from the trees in bright patterns of many hues. The

ROFESSIONAL women afford one of the most inter- 

esting subjects for study for those who are interested 

in the varying stages of the development of women 
In Washington society at present are Mrs. Kate Pier, Miss 
Kate H. Pier and Miss Harriet Pier. This mother and two 
daughters are all admitted to practice in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, as is also a daughter. Mrs. 
Caroline H. Pier Roemer, who has remained behind in Mil- 
waukee to look after the practice, and incidentally attend 
to the needs of her young daughter, Kate Pier Roemer, who, 
if heredity has anything to do with it, will be the greatest 
Portia that the world has ever produced. 

Mrs. Pier is one of these charming eld-fashioned ladies 
of the quaint type such as onc often sees in the picture 
bodks of earlier days. She has a sweet, demure look, which 
is far different from the self-asserting swagger which one 
might expect from a woman who enjoys the distinction of 
being the only woman Court Commissioner in America. 

Her eldest daughter, Miss Kate Pier, has the dark beauty 
of the southern type. Her features are regular and fine, 
with a broad, high brow, indicating depth of character and 
sound judgment. Miss Harriet H. Pier is a petite lady, 


with brown hair and blue eyes, the latter characteristic be- 
ing common to mother and daughters. All of these ladies 
attend receptions and teas and listen to the inane flattery 
of admiring friends as though this were the only aim and 
object of their existence. 


Come of Good Stock. 


This family of women lawyers comes from the good 
old Puritan stock of which this country proudly boasts. 
The husband and father was also a lawyer. He was the 
late Colwert K. Pier, lieutenant-colonel of the Thirty- 
eighth Wisconsin Regiment, of the civil war. His great 

father was a member of the Constitutional Conven- 

tion of Vermont. His father was Edward Pier, the first 
white man to settle in Fond du Lac county, Wis.. where 
he ed in 1836. | 
Mrs. Pier does not claim illustrious American ancestry, 
but comes from a hard-headed Scotch-Irish race. She was 
born in Vermont and moved to Fond du Lac when 8 years 
old.

With plenty of food and water the 
adventurers set forth; and guided by Te Kupe, reached 
the island. Te Kupe’s canoe, the Aotea, was first. to touch 
the shore. Hence the Maori name, Aotearoa, for New Zea- 
land; and the Maori proverb, “I kune mai i Hawaiki to 
kune kai te tangata"—“The seed of our coming is from 


Mr. Rawei stepped at Honolulu a few weeks ago, on his 
way to San Francisco, his belief in the tradition was 
strengthened. He found that he could easily understand 
the language of the Hawaiians. The chief difference is 
that the Hawaiians have “I”: where the Maoris have r.“ 
Instead of “Aloha” the heart-word of the Maori is “Aroha.” 
The handful of pioneers became a strong and powerful 
race, the different tribes living in comparative peace. The 
coming of the European was an evil day for the native. 
The early whalers and traders, none too squeamish on the 
side of right, broke faith with the savages. These avenged 
their wrongs after their own manner, by cruel and sicken- 
ing murder, the flesh of the victims being shared among 
them. Many innocent suffered with the guilty. But the

Newcomers Brought Vices. “ 


For more than a hundred years after the of 
New Zealand by Europeans, the country failed to attract 
settlers. Then the “land fever” spread among some of the 
colonists of New South Wal This disease often at- 
tacks most strongly the least scrupulous. The first large 
body of settlers to buy lands for a few trinkets and fire- 
arms was made up of the veriest scum of the earth, es- 
caped prisoners, and the riffraff of all countries.

Pcssibly no other British 
colony has been wound up in such a tangle cf land claims, 
part of which never Have been and never will be set- 
tled. 

Then came the British government with offers of protec- 
tion to British subjects and savage tribes, the latter to 
have their property rights maintained. The native chiefs

ee have met the fate of all aborigines whose 
land the white man enters. Today New Zealand is a 
British colony outright, and the Maoris, pushed aside by 
the progressive race, are fast fading away. They are at 
peace among themselves. The cnce-coveted gun hangs on 
the wall of their houses, a relic of days that are gone. 
The ovens once kept hot, to roast the spoils of war, are 
now unused. The stockades which long ago surrounded 
every village are decayed and rickety.

His Country a Paradise. 


Mr. Rawei pictures Maori Land as a paradise. It is a 
country of wonderful palms, and ferns that grow like trees, 
of beautiful rivers and lakes and waterfalls, of geysers and 
springs. And with all its wealth of vegetation, theré are 
no wild animals, no snakes, no poisonous insects. 

Into this paradise, with its almost .perfect climate, the 
Europeans brought diseases, before unknown The Maori’s 
primitive and unsanitary way of living makes him an 
easy prey, although the death rate among Europeans is 
very small. Whisky and tobacco have aided in the work 
of degeneration. 

Among the other evil influences for the destruction of 
the race is that of the Tuhungas, or native priests and 
prophets. They excite the ignorant and superstitious with

When a Maori dies, men and women from 
near-by villages gather to mourn. If the dead was a 
chief, the body must be kept for two, possibly three weeks, 
without regard to the nature of the disease. Danger of 
contagion is increased by the baneful custom of the 
wharepuni. The visitors leave their tired hosts, after a 
month of celebration, to regret the food that has been 
wasted and the presents they have loaded on their guests. 

Yet, after all, the Maori is capable of a high form of 
civilization. The typical Macri face shows a broad, high 
forehead, fine eyes, and a strong, straight or slightly 
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aquiline nose. The chin is firm and shapely, and or 

the thick lips is the weakness of the mon Nay Be 
of the women are very beautiful; but there is a sadness 
in the drooping mouth and large, somber eyes that only a 
smile can drive away. The faces of the old warriors show 
a fine intelligence, pride and a certain nobility of char- 
acter, which is rot hidden by the heavy tattoo marks in 
intricate, scroll patterns. For women, the style in tat- 
tooing is to have only the chin marked. 

Both men and women are of noble build. The native 
dress is a single garment fastened on one shoulder and 
under the other arm, reaching a little below the knee. 
Arms and legs are bare. The garment is usually of native 
flax, woven in fancy patterns, but stiff and ungraceful. 
For ceremonials a cloth is made from the feathers of the 
kiwi, a strange, wingless, tail-less bird. The cutting down 
of forests is changing the climate, and leads to a mixed 
style of half native, half European. | 

In three things the Maoris claim to be advanced beyond 
many other nations. They have equal suffrage, local op- 
tion and a system of age pension. Women, as well as 
men, have a voice in the choosing of their chiefs. Each 
village decides the saloon question for itself. Old men, 
‘who have married and worked to the interest of their 
tribe, are allowed a pension after a certain age. 
Such are the people that Wherahiko Rawei would save.

MOTOR-DRIVEN SURGICAL SAW. 


A saw is being introduced for surgical purposes which 
is driven by an electric motor. The motor runs at 2200 
revolutions per minute, developing in the neighborhood of 
one-tenth horse power. It is held in the hand of an as- 
sistant by means of a leather strap, so that it can be 
made to follow the hand of the surgeon who is using the 
saw. Attached to the motor shaft is a flexible spiral coil, 
encased in a braided sheath. This enables the utmost 
freedom of movement on the part of the operator, who 
holds the saw in his right hand. This machine is being 
extensively used in several large hospitals. Its great 
value has been manifested in severe operations, where the 
shock attending the use of the slower-acting hand-saw is 
so likely to prove fatal to the patient. The action of the 
saw is clean, smooth and extremely rapid. In the difficult 
operation of craniotomy it has been found of special serv- 
ice, and has made a good record in both this and resection 
operations. The whole apparatus weighs about twelve 
pounds, and is thus easily carried by the assistant, whe

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A TOUR IN FRANCE. ; 
S SUGGESTIONS.FOR A JOURNEY 
; NORMANDY AND TAT.

LTHOUGH Normal iy and Brittany are no longer 
sacred to the elect, to the painter, to the writer of 
books, the architect, the ardent marcher out of the 
untrodden and the unfrequented, these beautiful provinces 
are still names only tc many Americans, and France means 
Paris, or Patis and the Riviera. 0 
In all Europe it would be difficult to find a place that 
more nearly meets the requirements for a summer outing, 
at once inexpensive, interesting and rrontable, than just 
this corner of France, so accessibie to Americans by means 
of the various steamship lines that touch at its ports. 
Furthermore, the rare beauty of the country, the his- 
torical interest of the towns, the short distances, and the 
small amount of nerve force and wear and tear of precious 
cellular tissue involved, should make this little tour espe- 
cially attractive to the overworked, to the invalid or semi- 
invalid who is unequal to the task of charging over Europe 
from one capital to another between May and October. 
Circular tickets at a great reduction-are issued by the 
French railways for tcurs through Normandy and Brittany 
that start from Paris and end there; or, the tour may be- 


gin immediately upon landing at one of the ports in North- 


ern France. : 

Havre is one of the most convenient places from which 
to start, being the port farthest east in Normandy, and no 
retracing of ground fraveled being necessary. Let us, then, 
start from Havre. As soon after landing as you can succeed 
in separating your luggage from the mass booked to Paris, 
you will confide yourself to a cabby. who may look as if 
he were too intoxicated to keep on the box, but who could 
be trusted to drive along a precipice, and who will deposit 
you safely at the dock of the little steamer for Trouville— 
a noisy, busy place, but you are soon out of it. In three- 
quarters of an hour you will have crossed the bay, and in 
another three-quarters or less, by rail from Trouville, you 
will find yourself climbing into the long omnibus of the 
Hotel Guillaume le Conquérant at Dives

A Trip Into the Interior of Sulu. 


I was told that it was dangerous to venture into the in- 
terior, but not placing much credence in the stories of 
Morro treachery and cruelty, that emanated from Spanish 
sources, I decided to find what the island contained. The 
reports of rich copper deposits in (he hills were, however, 
my principal motive. 

Leaving the city of Jolo, with a Morro boy as my guide, 
I started for the mountains, prospecting all of the many 
little streams we crossed. Within two miles of the city I 
found traces of alluvial tin and copper, and within ten 
miles had found a stream, the bed of which was nearly 
solid copper. With the half of a cocoanut shell I washed 
out several pounds of native copper within an hour. 

My presence had attracted quite a number of natives, 
who watched my labors with evident amusement. When 
they realized what I was doing, one of them, motioning to 
me to follow him, led the way around the mountain to a 
stream on the bank of which was a crude forge. Pointing 
to the stream he said: “Tumbonga” (copper,) and to prove 
his assertion, took his krise and dug up several nuggets 
that averaged about an ounce each. 

Plenty of Copper That is Not Sought After. 

I found that whenever the natives wished to make some 
metal implement, they came here, washed out their ccpper, 
melted it and hammered it into whatever shape they de- 
sired.

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CALIFORNIA'S GRO WITH. ] 
F COMING CENSUS WILL ADVANCE THE | 
STATE’S RELATIVE RANK.

HE growth of population of California is not of the 
T nature, but is stcady and lasting. California 

at present ranks twenty-second in population among 
the States, while among the cities San Francisco ranks 
eighth. Out of fifteen States that.gained in relative rank 
by the census of 1890, only seven show greater gain than 
California since 1860. The twelfth census, which will be 
taken in June, will undoubtedly cause a readjustment, and 
result in a higher rank for her. Im 1890 her population 
was 1,208,130; January 1, 1899, it was estimated at 
1,408,130, a gain in nine years of 200,000, cr more than 14 
pcr cent. It is estimated that her population when the 
1900 census reports are completed will exceed 1,500,000. 
A comparison of the growth of the fifteen States that. 
made gains in rank in 1890 shows:

In the thirty years covered by the tabulated comparison 
the population of the United States increased 31,178,929, 
from 31,443,321 to 62,622,250. This great increase of popu- 
lation was, however, so evenly distributed throughout the 
country that while all the States made large gains, only 
the fifteen enumerated bettered their rank appreciably 
with respect to other States. The country in June, 1390, 
as shown by the general enumeration for all the States 
and organized Territcries, contained 62,622,250 people. In- 
cluding 325,464 Indians and other persons in the Indian 
Territory and on Indian reservations, ard 32,052 persons in 
Alaska, ly. enumerated under the law, the entire 
population of the country was 62,979,766. In 1880 the popu- 
lation, exclusive of the Indian Territory, Indian reserva- 
tions and Alaska, was 50,155,783. The absolute increase 
of the population in the ten years intervening was 12,- 
456,467, and the percentage was 24.86. In 1870 the popu- 
lation was stated as 38,338,371. According to these figures 
the absolute increase in the decade between 1870 and 1880 
Was 11,597,412, and the percentage of increase was 30.08. 
The population on January 1, 1899, was estimated at 
77,803,231. This year's census, it is thought, will show a 
population of about 80,000,000. The increase in ten years 
since 1890, taking 80,000,000 as a basis, is therefore 17,- 
377,750, or nearly 28 per cent. 

‘Comceding that California at present has a population 
of 1, 300,0, her increase in ten years is 291,870, or more 
than 24 per cent. The population of the State, together

This year’s census, the taking of which will begin June 
w, promises to be the most thorough one ever undertaken 
by the government. The returns of enumerators on popu- 
lation will be the most comprehensive ever made, for they 
(the enumerators) will not be so cumbered as heretofore. 
This year the enumerators will be restricted to inquiries 
relating to population, to mortality, and to the products of 
agriculture and of manufacturing and mechanical estab- 
lishments, whereas in former years a large variety of sub- 
jects were inquired into. In San Francicso, it is probable 
enumerators will only be required to obtain population 
statistics, while special agents will look out for the other 
subjects. The work of enumeration will be much simpler 
than ever before, and consequently California and other 
States may expect surprising results. One certain rcsulk 
will be that a large and substantial increase in the popu- 
lation and wealth of California will be reported. 

It will be several years, if the slowness of compiling re- 
turns, which has been a notable feature of past cersuses, 
obtains this yeer, befcre definite results will be made 
public. California, however, has no fear of the outcome 
of the work, for all past predictions as to the State’s 
growth are being fulfilled.

fine flavor, which grew in that place. Mr. Saunders thinks 
the lady was the wife of the English Consul, but is not 


sure. 

Shortly after this she sent him two of these trees, at 
his request, and he planted them in the botanical hothouse 
here in Washington; one of which is still alive and flour- 
ishing. From this one tree come all of the product of 
what is known as the Washington navel orange trees, which 
are so well and favorably known in California. 

While in Washington, in 1871, Mrs. Tibbits of Riverside, 
Cal., requested Mr. Saunders to send her something novel 
in the fruit family, and he thereupon mailed her two 
budded trees, which. she planted at her home at River- 
side. Since that time hundreds of these trees, all budded 
from the original here in Washington, have been sent to 
different parts of California and Florida, but these two 
were the first trees propagated and shipped from their lone 
South American mother. This lone tree from Bahia has 
produced the finest variety of orange known in the world, 
and is destined to supersede all other varieties now pro- 
duced. While many of these trees were shipped to Florida, 
it has been found that the climatic conditions are not 
favorable, as the trees do not fruit satisfactorily. 

Although Mr. Saunders is a man nearly 78 years of age, 
he is still hale and hearty, and looks the picture of health 
as he stands in his greenhouse, with one hand resting on 
the tree which he imported with so much difficulty, and 
the product of which has had so much influence on the de- 
velopment and prosperity of Southern California.

Egypt used it as the emblem of life after death. The 
Hebrews, on their long, weary journey from Egypt to Pales- 
tine, never forgot the rest and refreshment of the camp 
at Elim, where there were “three score and ten palm trees 
and twelve wells of water”—food, drink and shelter from 
the heat. A noted single palm, corresponding to the “lone 
tree” of every prairie State, was the “Palm of Deborah,” 
where all Israel presented its wrongs to the prophetess and 
judge. The earliest grants of land in Ceylon were written 
on palm trees; but a royal edict, 1200 A. D., inscribed en a 
rock, directs that all future grants shall be engraved on 
copper, for safety from the all-destroying white ant. 

Before the invention of printing, monks were the beok- 
makers and bookbinders. In Buddhist monasteries paper 
was made from palm leaves. Books were written with a 
steel-pointed stylus, on leaves from the talipot, Palmyra 
and cocoanut palms. The book leaves were pierced with 
two holes and cords run through—a fashion we copy in 
calendars and other ephemeral books.

The flora of North America claims but three palms, the 
Sabal palmetto, Sabal Mexicana and Washingtonia. The 
largest is the tall palmetto, sometimes called the cabbage 
palmetto, because its terminal bud resembles a cabbage 
and is cooked for food. When the bud is removed, the tree 
dies, yet the southern negroes are so fond of the “cabbages” 
that they burn down the trees to get them. 

The palmetto grows near salt water, from North Caro- 
lina to Florida.

THE DATE OF EASTER. 


A REVIEW OF THE CONDITIONS ON 
‘WHICH IT DEPENDS.

HERE has been some discussion in various papers this 
year as to the right date for keeping Easter, atris- 


ing from a misunderstanding of the rule for fixing the. 
date. This rule has been in use since the first ages of 
Christianity, and is the result of most careful calcula- 
tions. There is no doubt that from the very first there 
was a yearly festival in memory of the resurrection of 
Christ. But the Jewish Christians naturally wished te 
keep it at the same time as they had been accustomed 
to keep their feast of the Passover, while the Gentile 
Christians preferred to keep it op Sunday, the first day 
of the week. This difference of opinion caused much in- 
convenicnce and serious divisions among Christians for more 
than three centuries. In fact, it was one of the subjects 
in dispute between St. Augustine and the British church. 
at the end of the sixth century. The question had been 
thoroughly debated in the Council of Nicaea in the year 
325, and settled in favor of the Sunday observance of 
Faster, and that practice gradually became universal. 
The four points settled by the council were, that the atst 
of March should be taken as the vernal equinox; that 
the full moon happening upon or next after the arst of 
March should be taken as the full moon of the month 
Nisan; that the Sunday next aftcr that full moon should 
be Easter day, and that if the full moon happened on a 
Sunday, Easter should be observed on the following Sun- 
day. This last point was decided upon, no doubt, in order 
to avoid the possibility of Easter being observed at the 
same time as the Jewish Passover. This object, however, 
has not always been secured: and this year the two fes- 
tivals will almost exactly coincide. 

The rule for ing Easter, as printed in the English 
Prayer Book, is/based upon the decisions of the Nicene 
Council, and as follows: “Easte y is always the 
first Sunday after the full moon, which happens upon 
or next after the arst day of March, and if the full moon 
happens upon a Sunday, Easter day is the Sunday after.” 

Now, the first full moon efter the a1st of March does 
Lappen this. year on a Sunday, April 15, at 1:02 o’clock 
in the morning, Greenwich time. Therefore, if the rule 
meant exactly what it seems to say, Easter Sunday would 
fall on April 22, and not en the isth. And this is the 
point on which the discussion has arisen in the papers. 
But the real meaning of the rule has been explained in a 
note printed in the American Prayer Book, which reads: 
“But note that the full moon, for the purposes of these 
rules and tables, is the 14th day of a lunar month, reck- 
oned according to an ancient ecclesiastical computation, and 
not the real or astronomical full moon.” And so Satur- 
day is the 14th day of the lunar month, and therefore 
Sunday, the 15th, is Easter day. If Easter had depended 
upon the exact- moment of a full meon, much confusion 
would have arisen this year. For, according to local 
time, the moon will be full at Rome at about 2 a.m. os 
Sunday, in London at about 1 a.m, and in New York 
about 8 p.m.-on Saturday, and by Pacific time at about 
5 p.m. on Saturday. So that in this country, we shall 
rightly keep Easter on the 15th, even according to the 
real full moon; but if that had been the guide, Easter 
would have been a week later in Europe. 

But we sometimes find good Christian people are 
shocked to think that a Christian festival should be Teg- 
ulated by the moon. They seem to forget that the Chris- 
tian church has a history, and that it grew out of the 
Jewish church as naturally as the tree grows from the 
seed. If they will read the twelfth chapter of Exodus 
they will find that the month Abib, or Nisan, which is 


has just celebrated hig ninety-second birthday in nearly the same as our April, was to be the beginning 


of the sacred year; and that on the roth day of that 
month the Pascal lamb was to be faken, and on the 14th 

This was the origin of the Jewish Feast of the Pass- 
over, which was appointed by God to be a perpetual 
memorial of the deliverance of the Jews from Egyptian 
bondage. 

Then we find from the New Testament that Christ 
is the true Pascal Lamb; that He was slain on the r4th 
day of the month Nisan, which day the churches observe 
as Good Friday, and that He rose again from the dead on 
the first day of the week, which we observe as Sunday, 
and once a year as Easter day. And it seems to be in 
harmony with the teaching of St. Paul that the church 
keeps this queen of festivals—“Christ, our Passover, is 
sacrificed for us, therefore let us keep the feast.” I Corin- 
thians, v, 11. Many devout Christians, however, grieve 
that the festival is not kept in the spirit of its institu- 
tion—just as many thoughtful people in this country 
are beginning to regret that Memorial day is not kept 


in such a way as to do honor to the memory of their 
brave and faithful fellow-citizens. , 
The universal observance of Easter probably done 


more to keep the fact of the resurrection of Christ before 
the world than any other single institution, exactly in the 
same way as the yearly celebration of tke Fourth of 
July keeps the fact of the Declaration of Independence 
ever before the minds of the people. G. R.

OUR ANCESTORS, 

WHAT A FAMOUS AMERICAN n 
ALIST SAYS ABOUT THEM. 

From a Stecial Correspondent. 


4 ASHINGTON (b. c.) April 2—A new story of 


man’s descent, or ascent from the lowest life forms 

is the substance of an interview which I had re- 

cently, at the Smithsonian Institution, with Dr. Theodore 
N. Gill, recognized today, as America’s most eminent 
naturalist. Newspaper readers have not been presented 
heretofore with this great savant’s original views as to 
the processes by which humanity has gradually raised it- 
self from worms, fishes, reptiles, emphibians, pouched ani- 
mals, hoofed beasts, lemurs, monkeys and apes. Moreover 
they have never yet had painted for them such a graphic 
picture of the much-heard-of “missing link” as was por- 
trayed for me during this conversation. 
“I understand, doctor,” said I, “that you have arrived at 


many distinctly original conclusions concerning evolution 


and the tracing of man’s ancestry back through many life- 
forms lower than the ape.” 

“Yes, I am more extreme than most evolutionists 
many of my views along these lines.” 

“You really belicve then that the human race sprang 
from a stock akin to the apes, as we see them today?” 

“I believe that man has had the same past history as the 
modern ape—the chimpznzee, gorilla and orangoutang. 
We have parted company with these relatives of ours only 
within a recent geologic period, not further back than the 
Miocene. If we could resurrect cur remote ancestors we 
would have before us animals no more distinguishable from 
the chimpanzees and goriilas of today than they are from 
each other or than they are from the orangoutang. The 
differences between us and those apes, so far as morpholog- 
ical or structural conditions are concerned, are much less 
than between them and the Old World monkeys of Asia 
and Africa, and ere very much less than between the apes 
and the New Werld mcnkeys—those of tropical America. 
It is true that we have diverged greatly frem the apes in 


in 


external appeazance and in certain features, but those dif- 
_ ferences cre more superficial than real. I mean that we 


agree with the Old World apes in all of our bones, their 
mumber and general appearance; in our teeth and in our 


brains. Especially do we agree with them in the absence | 


of a visible tail. We have more of a tail than they have. 

Their vertebrae in this region are broader and more dif- 

ferertiated, but ours more nearly approach a tail-like ap- 
ge.” : 

“But is not the humen brain sufficiently superior te 
that of the ape to leave a decided gulf between the two 
species ?” 

“It is true that man differs remarkably in brain, so far 


2 size is concerned. But that difference is only a quan- 


titive one. In the relations of the parts to one another 
and the grooves and convolutions there is a fundamental 
similarity.” 

Differences Between Man and the Apc. 


“What, then, are the principal differ-nces between man 


“Of course there are numerous differences cf detail. Al- 
most all of man’s benes are readily distinguishable from 
those of the ape’s, but so can the bones of each ape species 
be distinguished frcm those of another. The salient dif- 
ferences between man and ape are to be found in the ab- 
breviations of the upper and the amplifications of the 
lower limbs of the former. Thes> are coördinated with 
differences in size of teeth and form of skull. Such 
changes could have resulted in a short time, geologically 
speaking, and in response to extemal conditions and en- 
vironments.” 

“How are they probabiy brought about?“ 

“We will suppose that some of our ancestors found that 
they could use their fore-limbs to a better edvantage than 
their teeth, in combats with their ne‘ghbors. Now, the 
teeth of apes are not those of carnivorous animals, but are 
primarily for grinding food, fruits especially, or reducing 
it to pulp. They have large canine teeth and correspond- 
ing gaps for their reception in the opposite jaw. But these 
canines are retained for warfare simply and for that rea- 
gon are more developed in males. After our ancestors found 
their arms more efficient for warfare than their tecth, there 
was a reduction in the latter—in the canines first. i 
was in accordance with that law of nature providing that 
‘when there is little use or disuse of an organ or part, its 
reduction or atrophy will ersue. Consistent with that re- 
duction of the canines was the closing of the correspond- 
ing gaps in the upper jews ard in time the unintes- 
rupted rows of teeth in man. The reduction of the jaws 
was coincident with that of the tecth as was that of the 
muscles actuating the lower jaw. As a result of this re- 
duction of muscles, the ridges of bone, supporting them— 
ridges so characteristic: of adult apes—likewise disappeared. 
While these changes were in progress greater intelligence 
was being developed and the brain was consequently in- 
creasing in size. The culmination of all these changes 
would be the skull and brain of man. Only in such char- 
acteristics do we differ physically from apes. 

“When man’s ancestor had limited himself chiefly to his 
upper limbs for purposes cf defense, or other uses, and 
had taken to life on the ground, the necessity for long 


and ape?” 


‘arms, characteristic of apes, disappeared and, in accord- 


ance with that law of reduction from disuse, his arms be- 
came shorter and thus more efficient for general uses. Co- 
ordinate with his abandonment of arboreal life and with 
his use of his hinder limbs, only, for walking and sus- 
taining his body erect, was an increase of his thigh bones 
and the muscles of his legs. Thus the proportions of the 
limbs characteristic of men.” 


Ti Ancestors of the Ape. 


“What are your notions as to man’s ancestry still fur- 
ther back, than the ape-form—in fact, as far back as you 
can see with your mind’s eye?” 

“It is comceded by all good naturalists that the ‘apes 


/ 
form a distinct family and that their ancestors were es- 
sentially like the present monkeys of the Old World. Al- 
though they must have been disti by characters 
which would have separateg them from either of the sub- 
families now representing the tailed monkeys of the Old 
World, tkey, in turn, must have resembled those of the 
New World. They again must have been derived from 
forms like the lemurs of the present day and more espe- 
cially from forms like the tarsier, now to be found in our 
Ph lippine Islands. The differentiation of our stock from 
these forms must have been commenced some time during 
the Eocene period of geology. These lemuroideam ani- 
mals sgain were most nearly related to forms no longer 


They were neither carniverous nor ungulate (hoofed) ani- 
mals, in the presept sense of those words, but combined 
the characters of both. These, in turn, can be traced fur- 
ther back in the earlier Eocene period to forms that would 
be essentially like marsupials (pouched animals,) but dif- 
ferent from any now living. Still further back we would 
have found the ancestors of the last-named in forms that 
structurally agreed with the modern Australian duck-bill 
or duck-mole, as it is variously called, and with the ant- 


a very peculiar sternum or breastbone and a number of ac- 
cessory bones like those of reptiles, but different from any 
fovnd in higher mammals. They had also a small brain 
with the cerebral portion much smaller in proportion to 
other parts than in any of the familiar mammals. In 
fact, their brain approximated to a reptilian condition. 
They also had eggs of considerable size oviposited and 
hatched outside the body as in the case of the duck-mole 
of the present day. These forms were the lowest of mam- 
mals and, outeide of mammals, their ancestors appeared 
to have been certain reptiles ani amphibians (animals 
living both on land and in water) of the Permian epoch 
of geclogy. During the Casboniferous period the reptiles 
and amphibians were but slightly differentiated from each 
other. In the preceding epoch the amphibians were de- 
veloped from fishes. 24 

“These fishes, ancestors of the mammals and of course of 
man, were very different from any of our modern forms; 
but among our living fishes the nearest approximation is 
to be found in the polyterus or bichir of the Nile and in 
certain other fishes of Africa, South America and Aus- 
tralia. To go further back we would be confronted with a 
vista of interminable length. It is only necessary to add-

that our more remote ancestors were soft-bodied forms ex- 
tremely different from anything now living, but resembling 
tho lancelet—a skull-less, fish-like vertebrate, now living 
in the sand of the seashore in temperate and tropical re- 
g ons—and the tunicate (sea squirt)—now found attached 
to stones and shells. Man's further aucestry is lost in an 
indefinite and innumerable series of worm-like animals be- 
longing to the earliest period of our earth’s history.”

“In what part of the world was the cradle of the human 
race—the place where man developed from the ape-form— 
probably located?” 

‘Man may have originated in Asta or in Africa; it is 
the more likely in tropical Asia. His relaticns were there. 
Although his nearest relatives now living are the African 
chimpanzee and gorilla, there lived in India an ape of the 
same kind and probably nearer in the line of our ancestry 
than any of the Africam species. Apes and other highly- 
developed mammals now regarded as characteristic of 
Africa were probably late-ccmers into Africa, in a geologic 
sense.” 

“Wo constantly hear rumors concerning the finding of 
the ‘missing-link’—between man and ape. Where is he 
mcst liable to be found?“ 

“The ‘missing link’ will probably be found in Asia and 
possibly is now represented in the skull and teeth of the 

reature called ‘pithecanthropus,’ lately dug up in Java. 
It would be useless and unscientific to expect to find the 
missing link’ in Europe, not to mention America, for man 
must have obtained his manlie shape before wandering 
into northern regions or outside the Old World. It would 
require considerable skill to recognize the ‘missing link’ if 
found.”

If I had expected to find anything approaching grandeur

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HELPED MAKE HISTORY E 


WITH PRESIDENT GRANT'S 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
By Maj. J. A. Watrous, U.S.A. 


WO men who were members of Gen. Grant’s Cabinet 


Massachusetts, who was Secretary of the Treasury, 
and George H. Williams of Portland, Or., who was Attor- 
ney-General. I had a pleasant talk with Judge Williams 
recently. He told me many things about Gen. Grant which 
deserve to be given to the public. First let me tell some- 
thing about Judge Williams. He is a native of New York, 
where he grew to manhood, was educated in the public 
schools and admitted to the bar. At 21 he went to Iowa 
and practiced his profession In 1847 he was elected Circuit 
Judge. Not long after Mr. Pierce became President, in 
1853, Judge Williams was appointed Chief Justice of the

The history of that appointment is very interesting. As 
i remembered, the Senate did not act upon it. The 


Washington society; few equaled her, and none excelled.

That element consisted of the wives of some Senators, 
Representatives, judges and other high officials. Mrs. Wil- 
liams greatly surpassed these classes. It was a thorn in 
their sides to have her the wife of a Cabinet Minister; 
what would it be when she was the wife of the Chief 
Justice? The pill was a very bitter one for them. The 
idea of this lady from far-away Oregon, the backwoods, as 
they said, ranking them! It must not be. And they 
united, almost as one, in the most bitter warfare upon 
Judge Williams that has ever been known at the national 
‘capital. Every newspaper that opposed the Grant admin- 
istration made it its special business to traduce and be- 
smirch the Attorney-General, Grant's choice for Chief Jus- 
tice. And every Republican paper that could be reached 
by the pressure, which was most powerful, joined in the 
loud baying. The Senate hesitated. Some of its members 
clamored for a different appointment. The delay and the 
wholesale and vicious attacks had a most depressing effect 
upon Judge Williams. He finally said to Gen. Grant, “This 
bitter, cruel, unjust opposition is too much for me; I can- 
not bear it any longer; I want you to withdraw my name.” 
“J will do so, Mr. Williams, if you insist,” said the Presi- 
dent, “but I do not want to. I am prepared to stand by 
you to the bitter end.” “No, Mr. President, please with- 
draw my name; the tension is too great, the load is too 
heavy,” was the Judge’s reply. The name was withdrawn. 
That Judge Williams made a serious mistake in asking 
the President to withdraw his name, is undoubted. The 
tide had begun to turn in the Senate; the attacks of the 
press and of society leaders had disgusted many of the 
Senators. Several Senators went to Judge Williams and 
regret that he had withdrawn, telling him that 

it was only a question of time when, he would have been 
“After my name had been withdrawn,” says 
Judge Williams, “other Cabinet sessions were devoted to 
selecting a Chief Justice. Many names were suggested. 
Caleb Cushing of Massachusetts was chosen. The appoint- 
ment was referred and there it remained, as mine had. 
Cushing’s famous letter to Jefferson Davis, in which he 
virtually sympathized with the Confederate President, was 
printed. That settled Mr. Cushing; the Senate would not 


It finally dawned upon the President that it would be 
necessary to select a dark horse. Some one suggested 
Morrison P. Waite of Ohio. He seemed to fill the bill as 
a dack horse candidate. Not much was known about him 
by any one outside of Ohic. He had visited Washington

Since then Judge Williams has been 
besought by parties and individuals to consent to the use 
of his name for various offices of honor and trust, but has 
invariably declined. 


Talks About Gen. Grant. 


I know that millions would listen, as I did, with deep 
interest, to what this distinguished ex-member of his Cab- 


inet said about President Grant, if they had a chance. Let 


me give them a chance to read what he said: 
Was it Gen. Grant’s habit to take an active part in 
discussing questions which came before the Cabinet?“ 

“If the question was one which should be settled by the 
head of a department, the general would refer the matter 
to that Cabinet Minister. In a question like the inflation 
bill, for instance, Gen. Grant always listened attentatively 
to the opinions of the Cabinet, now and then asking a 
question or suggesting an idea. That bill passed, as you 
remember. After a prolonged sess on of the Cabinet, when 
the question of veto or no veto was discussed from every 
standpoint, Gen. Grant closed the meeting by saying, “Gen- 
tlemen, it is my plain duty to veto that bill; I shank 
veto it.” 

“Did the President generally approve of the acts of his 
Cabinet officers, in the management of their respective de- 
partments, and did he appoint to office the men recom- 
mended by Cabinet officers?” 


“Generally, yes. Gen. Grant was very good in the matter 


| of appointing men recommended by the heads of depart- 


ments. He never failed to appoint any one that I reeom- 
mended, and I cannot recall more than an instance or two 
where he failed to comply with the requests of other Cab- 
inet officers. He did not always approve of our actions. 
I refer to one case, without using names. A Federal of- 
ficial had been found guilty of embezzlement, was tried, 
convicted and imprisoned. He had many influential friends 
and they besought the President for pardon. Grant re- 
ferred them to the Attorney-General and in every instance 
I reported unfavorably. At last the wife of the prisoner 
came to my office and pleaded that her husband be liber- . 
ated. She was a beautiful woman, refined, highly educated 
and intelligent, and her appeal was the most pathetic that 
I ever listened to. It was a hard task to do, but I had to 
say. to the lady, “I cannot help you; your husband was 
guilty, and if I favor a pardon for him, how can I refuse 
others whose offenses were not as great as his?” 

When Grant Yielded. 


In those days Gen. Grant had a rule that no woman seek- 
ing pardon for friends should be admitted to his office, 
but by some means this lady reached his room and made 
her plea. When he said he did not see how he could com- 
ply with her request, she fell upon her knees and with 
tear-sprinkled cheeks, begged the President to give her 
back her husband. If not for my sake, for the sake of my 
children; for the sake of an unborn child.“ That day Gea. 
Grant sent a note directing me to take the necessary steps 
to pardon the man, and it was done. When I met him I 
said, Mr. President, you made a mistake in that case. 
That man was an embezzier; it was a perfectly clear case. 
He ought to have remained in prison.” 

“Mr. Williams, I know it was a mistake; I know the 
man was guilty; I know he cught to have been kept in 
prison, but what is a man to do when such a woman falls 
upon her knees and pleads that her life and that of her 
unborn child depended on my saying yes.” There was a 
sign of tears in the President’s eyes as he said it. 

“Was Gen. Grant cordial, jovial and friendly with the 


„At times, much so. When there was any important 
work to do at Cabinet mectings, the general —— gave 


close and serious attention. When we met and there was 
nothing to do, I have known him to talk for two hours, 
and most entertainingly. Usually at these social gather- 
ings he would talk of the Mexican and civil wars and 
the men he served with, but never about things that he 
did. He frequently told us of great movements made, by 
Sherman, Sheridan, Thomas or Farragut; or by Lee, 
“Stonewall” Jackson or Longstreet. He was always very 
cordial in greeting Cabinet members, but the class that was 
most warmly greeted was his old comrades of the Mexican 
and civil wars. Those he met with both hands en- 
tended to grasp the two hands of each visitor.” :

THE ROSA BONHEUR STATUE. 


ITS PEDESTAL, SAYS HER BROTHER, SUMS 
THE STORY OF HER LIFE, | 


[New York Commercial Advertiser:] The statue to be 
erected to Rosa Bonheur at Fontainebleau will soon be 
ready to be handed over to the authorities. Immediately 
after the artist’s death, M. Gambard, once a picture dealer, 
and a great admirer of the celebrated animal painter, asked 
for and obtained permission to set up a monument to the 
memory of his old friend. Mr. Gambard then asked the 
artist’s brother, M. Isidore Bonheur, and her nephew, M. 
H. Peyrol, to make a model for it. The donor would have 
liked a bronze reproduction of the Monarch of the Forest,” 
the picture sent to the Chicago exposition by Rosa Bon- 
heur. Neither of the sculptors liked this idea, because it 
would have been teo much their work; so they suggested 
enlarging the proportions of the magnificent bull she had 
once modeled herself. This was accepted, and Rosa Bon- 
heur’s own bull, superbly posed and breathing defiance, 
seems to live on its pedestal. The latter bears four bas- 
reliefs, and here, as her brother says, he has endeavored 
to sum up the story of her life, for he had modeled her 
first great success, “Plowing in Nivernais,” “The Horse 
Market,” marking the first half of her artistic career, and 
“The Monarch of the Forest,” which raised her to the 
rank of officer of the Legion of Honor. On the fourth side 
of the pedestal, Mr. Peyrol, the son of Rosa’s beloved sister, 
Juliette, has made a very beautiful medallion portrait of 
Rosa Bonheur, reproducing her strong and manly features 
with great power and effect. Artistically considered, it 
scems as if all the work and detail connected with this 
monument are of greater interest than any scated or stand- 
ing effigy of the great painter would be in this period of 
exaggerated statuomania. It symbolizes her work and is 
her best and highest praise. And thus Fontainebleau will

WOMAN'S COLLEGE WORLD. 


STATISTICS OF INTEREST REGARDING THE 
GROWTH OF GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIP.

of the three European fellowships of Bryn Mawr College, 


President Thomas gave some interesting facts regarding 


fellowships and scholarships for women, which she has 
been collecting of late. Out of the twenty-three colleges 
and universities in the United States which give graduate 
work leading to degree of Ph.D., sixteen admit men and 
women. Bryn Mawr and Wellesley admit women only, 
and Clark, Princeton and Johns Hopkins men only. In 
Johns Hopkins women are admitted to the medical school, 
but nowhere else. In 1898-99 the number of women study- 
ing in these schools reached 1021, or 27 per cent. of the 
total number of graduate students in the country. This 
is an increase from the 13 per cent. of 1889-90, which 
shows, as only figures can, what the last eight years have 
done for the higher education of women. In the West the 
University of Chicago leads in numbers, with 276 women 
graduate students, the University of California following 
with 90, while in the East, Barnard, at Columbia, leads 
with 82 and Bryn Mawr comes next with 61. 
The change as to fellowships and scholarships is even 
more remarkable. When Bryn Mawr was opened in 1885 
there was no fellowship in America open to women and 
no fellowship open to men which was exclusively for Eu- 
ropean study. There are now open to women 319 scholar- 
ships, of a value from $100 to $400, 50 of which are ex- 
clusively for women; 2 foreign scholarships, 1 of which 
must go to a woman; 81 résident fellowships of 400 and 
over, 18 of which are for women only, and 24 foreign fel- 
lowships of $500 and over, one-half of which are exclu- 
sively for women. What will the next fifteen years bring? 
Nominations for the three European fellowships annually 


awarded by Bryn Mawr College have been sent to the trus- 


tees and announced to the students. The Mary E. Garret 
European fellowship, given to a student who has pursued 
graduate study at Byrn Mawr for two years, goes this 
year to Miss Caroline Brown Bourland of Peoria, III. Miss 
Bourland took her bachelor’s degree at Smith College in 
1893, spent some years in teaching French, studied at the 
College de France and the Sorbonne in 1897-98, was fellow 
in Romance languages at Bryn Mawr 1898-99, and is now 
fellow by courtesy. Miss Bourland’s major study is Span- 
ish, her minors, Italian and Old French. The President M. 
Cary Thomas fellowship, given for one year of graduate 
work, goes to a Bryn Mawr alumnae of 1899, Miss Sara 
Henry Stites of Wyoming, Pa. Miss Stites’s group is that 
of history and political science, and she will go abroad as 
the first American student to work on economic geography 
over there. The Bryn Mawr European fellowship, awarded 
to a member of the senior class, goes to Miss Elizabeth 
Mary Perkins of Washington, D. C. Miss Perkins’s group 
is Greek and Latin, and she has taken more post-major 
work in her subject than any other Bryn Mawr student 
has ever had, being able to do this by — off many 
hours on private work.

THE OLYMPIAN GAMES. 


HOW THE LITTLE CITY OF OLYMPIA APPEARED 
o AN EVENTFUL DAY. 


In “A Boy of Galatia,” in the April St. Nicholas, Samuel 
Scoville, Jr., thus describes the eve of the ome hundred and 
thirty-first Olympiad: 

“The little city of Olympia, usually so quigt, that stood 
mear the sacred groves and famed course, in a lonely corner 
of Hellas, was alive with the vast crowd of visitors, who 
were thronging its streets during the ‘truce-of God’ that 
heralds had proclaimed throughout the Grecian world, the 
sacred month of the Olympic games. Such a motley 
assemblage was never scen at any other time, nor could 
it have been gathered there save for the month’s safe- 
conduct extended ‘to all who came. : 

“Richly-garmented Athenians jostled against stern- 
faced, simply-clad men of Sparta, while those slept side 
by side in the crowded inns who, mayhap, a few short 
weeks before, had met on a battlefield where quarter was 
not asked or given. Men of every rank and age were 
there—soldiers, phi and poets, young and old. 
Only the women stayed lonely at home, by edict of the 
rulers. 

“Nor was the throng merely a Grecian one. Everywhere 
were seen barbarians from the unknown outcr world, whose 
grim faces and gatbs were strange to all save those vet- 
erans who had seen service in distant provinces: Here a 
black-robed Egyptian priest, carrying himself with the 
dignity that the learning of the Pyramids gave, moves 
slowly through the excited throngs. A little farther on, 
the vast thews and dark muscles of an Ethiopian from 
the far-away southland attract general attention, but the 


menace of the sable warrior’s long javelin and curved belt 


dagger discourage curiosity. A slant-cyed, yellow-faced 


Scythian, from a region as yet beyond even the conquer- 


ing march of the Macedonian troops, is not so fortunate. 
The furs that have kept out the cold of arctic winters afford 
no protection against the storm of ridicule that his odd 
appearance exictes among the laughter-loving Greeks, and 
the squat figure seems to become even more dwarfed as 
he strives to hide himself in the throng. 

“Beside a fountain in the market-place stands a Phry- 
gian flute-player. The shrill notes drown the plash of the 
water, and reap a rich harvest of coins from the appre- 
ciative bystanders. Suddenly the crowd parts. Down the 
main street sweeps a swaying, dancing band of wor- 
shipers on their way to the pillared temple of Dionysus, 
and the wild, sweet cadence of their chorus sounds high 
above the many-voiced clamor. . 

“Far across the plain of Elis, in the dark olive groves 
where stood the temple of Zeus, slept those who were 
to compete for the wild-olive wreaths, the winning of 
which bore with them world-wide fame and fortune. 
Among the ahletes was Ladas, with Phraanes, his silent 
trainer, who had been there for the last ten months un- 
der the supervision of tke Hellenodikae, or rulers of the 
games. On the morrow he was to run, not only for fame— 
for if he won the aulos his name would be given to the 
Olympiad, ad forever would those four years of Grecian 
history be known as the Olympiad of Ladas—but to save 
himself and those dear to him from shame; for that week 
expired the year allowed him by Gglatian law to cancel 
his debts. Swiftest of ali the Galafian racers had Ladas 
proved himself, bat tomorrow he was to meet the chosen 
runners of Athens, of Sparta, and of all the provinces, 
and, in spite of the comforting words of Phraanes, it was 
bug a sleepless night for Ladas.” :

TOPICS OF THE TIMES.

AX O’RELL has recently been hitting us again on 


the subject of our American verb “to guess.” The 
joke about this verb, as used in the United States, 


! is a standard English one, full of the honors of a hoary age 


and as universally looked up to and respected for its in- 
herent merits as the mother-in-law joke, and the collar- 
button joke, and others of the ancient stand-bys. The 
shaft never fails to reach its mark, in this case, because 


_ the use of the above-named verb in the sense of “to 


think” is almost universal in the United States, and is 
the one point on which even a large proportion of well- 
educated people are inclined oecas onally to depart from 
the present British usage. The Englishman is seldom well 
enough acquainted with the history of his own language 
to know that the Anglo-Saxon verb “guessian,” from 
which our modern “guess” is derived, meant precisely “to 
think,” that Chaucer uses “guess” continually in the sense 
in which the American uses it, and that many later Eng- 
lish authors employed it likewise with the same signifi- 


- @ance. It was brought to the shores of the new continent 


with this meaning attached to it, and retained the mean- 
ing; while in England, time gradually widened 
the gulf between it and the verb “to think.” Of course, 
two words of precisely the same meaning are a super- 
Auity, and to introduce a division of labor between them 
is a matter of verbal economy and an enrichment of lan- 
guage in precision and clearness. But this is not usually 
the point of view of the English joke. 
However, we are becoming British in our English fast 
enough to suit even the most critical Englishmen. It 
used to be the thing to speak of a woman's “dress,” 
and old-fashioned to call it a “gown;” while only children’s 
long pinafores were ever frocks. But our modern fashion 
columns know naught of anything but “gowns” and 
“frocks” in the outer wardrobe of women. We used to 
have “stores,” but are rapidly coming to possess nothing 
but “shops.” And the woman who wishes to be very 
“nice” in her English will tell you that she occasionally 
forgets and says “store,” but greatly prefers “shop,” “be- 
eause it is so much more correct”—without the slightest 
idea why it is more correct or any knowledge of the fact 
that the word “shop” is allied-to “shape,” and properly 
designates a place where articles are manufactured, but is 
wholly inappropriate, etymologically, when applied to our 
great establishments that are the medium between manu- 
facturer and user. The enrichment of language, in this 
case, lies in the retention of the original distinction be- 
tween the words, not in the application of “shop” indis- 
eriminately to all places where goods are bought and 
sold. It may be added, for the benefit of those who de- 
sire to be English, at any cost, that the few large depart- 
ment establishments of London are called “stores,” not 
shops, although all other retail places are designated by 
the latter term, indiscriminately. 
But the most exasperating example of the slavish imi- 
tation of British usage is the use of the article “an” be- 
fore words beginning with an h.“ This use of the article 
in England is very easy to explain. There is something 
in the conditions of the atmosphere of the British isles 
which appears to affect the vocal organs and interfere 
with the pronunciation of the aspirate; that is, with its 
pronunciation in the place where it belongs; for it fre- 
quently comes in with tremendous effect where it is not 
wanted. It does not often do to refer to this little defect 
ef speech when you are among Englishmen. Unless it is 
just after dinner or between lovers. And in fact an 
American woman af my acquaintance who married an 
Englishman asserts that she came near being capsized 
from a rowboat, while on her wedding tour, because of an 
untimely allusion to the British vagaries of the aspirate. 
Her husband was an Oxford man, a professor, and the 
author of several standard books, but an h“ would occa- 
sionally elude him, nevertheless; and this is true of most, 
if not all, Englishmen in certain words. I cannot remem- 
ber having ever heard an Englishman pronounce “hotel 
with the full value of the aspirate that an American gives 
to the word. There is thus nothing mysterious in the 
Englishman’s writing an “an” before it. A large number 
even of cultured Englishmen have difficulty also with 
“hundred.” Most of them will deny the fact, but why, 
then, do they prefer “an” to “a” before it? A recent 
article in Eu eastern exchange was headed “An Historie 
It was originally taken from a London news- 
p2per, but there was no need, of course, of retaining the 
head as it stood.

Though the aspirate directly following the 
an' also affords the opportunity of a very “nice” pronuncia- 
tion. We are all of us a little inclined to run after the 
unusual in language, and to a certain extent the tendency 
is legitimate. The common words of the street will not 
generally do for poetry, although some very good verse 
has been written in them. But, after all, if the masters 
of English have seemed to use many uncommon words, 
this is chiefly. because their vocabulary was much larger 
than that of the masses. Force in self-expression is the 
result of a cultivated instinct of discrimination, that 
chooses and fits in exactly the right word in the right 
place. Affectations of speech have mever added anything 
to literary style. And in an American, the “an” before 
an aspirate is an affectation. | 


But there is one thing in modern civilization more ex- 
asperating even than the vagaries of the Anglomaniac, 
and that is the man who rides a cycle in the monkey-on-a- 
stick attitude.

A writer in the 
New York Herald has the following in regard to this dis- 


ease: 

“Although grip prevailed in mild form during the late 
autumn months, it has now taken on an unmistakably 
virulent type in the extent and character of its new in- 


cough, with general muscular pains and associated prostra= 


“Fortunately, unlike previous epidemics, the seizure is 
short-lived, although quite severe; but, on the other hand, 
it is followed by a comparatively longer period of general 
weakness, with the attendant danger of serious lung com- 
plications. The latter condition is what may be naturally 
expected at this particular season, When pneumonic trou- 
bles are always especially prevalent. This fact should 
carry with it enough of significance to counteract a general 


very common and harmless affection. 

At must be said in this connection that most of the 
fatal issues are due to careless exposure during the progress 
of the malady and the neglect of proper treatment of the 
different symptoms. ‘It is only an attack of grip,’ and 
the patient ordinarily resigns himself to a passive en- 
pectancy of the ultimate outcome. 

“Nothing is more foolish than to suppose that the grip 
will eventually cure itself and leave the victim unharmed. 
No disease is more prolific in complications. Although it 
may spend its main force upon the air passages, there is 
no organ of the body which is exempt from its ravages. 
Hence, in chronicling the death of many persons from what 
is conveniently styled ‘a complication of diseases,’ we note 
almost as a matter of course that the first decline in 
health dated back to ‘a grip’ of months or perhaps years 
ago. These matters of experience should carry with them 
their own significant lessons. : 

“It is generally conceded that, while the disease is very 
ramenable to proper scientific treatment, there is no medi- 
cine which is considered to be a specific. No single prescrip< 
tion can fit every constitution. The many complex condi- 
tions which show themselves in turn during the course of 
the malady call for the most discriminating judgment of 
the experienced physician. By such skilled management 
only can the dangerous complications be avoided. No one 
is safe from the latter until all catarrhal and febrile symp-

“But, best of all, however, the preventive measures 
should always appeal to us. In all epidemics the weak 
are the first who suffer. The man who takes a severe 
cold during such an epidemic as is now prevailing, is quite 
sure to be an easy victim. It is impossible to give himself 


maintenance of a high state of health in every a 
If the general systemic tone is lowered he is lost. Every 
frésh cold is not only an evidence of weakness, but is a 
warning of what may come. One thing is to know it and 
another to avoid it. If sudden changes come, either in or 
out of doors, he must carefully adapt himself to them. 
It is the attention to comparatively little things—the 
avoidance of draughts, the cultivation of habits of tem- 
perance in eating and drinking, the absolute obedience to 
all hygienic rules—which can make one reascnably safe. 
With the virulently morbid influences here this is 
no time for trifling with chances for infection. If we need 
further arguments for carefulness it is well to recollect 
that April is one of the pneumonia months.”

A Fortune in Potatoes. 


HE San Diego Tribune tells of a farmer at Oneonta 
who bas been remarkably successful in raising potatoes. 
The Tribune says: 

“Last year Mr. Lynch gathered two crops of potatces 
from twelve acres of land one mile south of Oneonta, from 
which bis gross reteipts were $5040. After digging out 
the second crop of potatoes, he planted the same land to 
peas and sold the crop at an average of $50 per acre. En- 
couraged by this success, Mr. Lynch has increased his hold- 
ings to thirty-five acres, all of which he has now planted 
to potatoes. In addition he employed R. Frank Stewart 
and H. Vandervoort to bore for water on his ranch, and, a 
few days ago, at a depth of ninety-two feet, they struck 
a big flow of water, which riscs within five feet of the 
surface and will furnish 388,000 gallons of water every 
twelve hours. This flow is sufficient to irrigate at least 
tso acres, and Mr. Lynch has arranged to supply the 
neighboring ramches with water, that of itself will give 
him a handsome income. The cost of boring the well, in- 
cluding a ten-inch casing, was about $2000. 

“Messrs. Taylor and Vandevoort have contracted with 

Mrs. Fortcsque to bore for water on the Otay high mesa, 

and expect to have to go down at least soo feet to get it.”

Sugar-Beets at Chino. 


HE Chino Champion of recent date says it is an ani- 

mated scene out on parts of the*ranch now, where the 
sugar company is grading and irrigating land and planting 
beets. Southeast of town about fifty teams are now en- 
gaged in this work, and it is really transforming the ap- 
pearance of the country there. The Champion says: 

“The fields are first graded and leveled, so that all parts 
may be reached with the water. It is then furrowed and 
the water turned on from the main ditches, which reach 
out to all these tracts. After the ground is thoroughly 
soaked it is allowed to stand two or three days until it 
‘gets solid enough to put a team on, wren it is cultivated 
and planted. 

“Up to date there have been about four hundred acres 
irrigated and about three hundred ard seventy-five acres 
planted cn the Chino ranch. The scattered acreage at out- 
side places reaches about one thousand, 

“The beets planted here are making a splendid start and 
|} are growing nicely, and are giving promise of a good crop. 

““Qne feature of the irrigation now is that the refuse 
lime from the factory settling reservoir is being mixed with 
the water and in that way carried out and distributed 
over the land. Experts have given as their opinion that 
lime will be of great value to this soil, and will give the 
young beets a vigorous, thrifty growth at the start, and 
carry them hrough the ills that young beets are some- 
times subject to, especially when they start weakly or 
under adverse conditions. ? 

“The work done by the company is really the advance 
step toward the most intense culture of the soil and put- 
ting the sugar-beet industry here upon a firmer basis 
than it has ever so far been upon. For the work being 
done is not for this season alone, but for the years to come 
‘as well. 


The New River Country. 


E. DODSON recently sent the San Diego Sun an ac- 
„count of a trip made by him with two companions 
through the New River country of the Colorado 
which section has recently been brought to the attention 
of the public by an extensive irrigation project. Following 
is an extract from the communication: 
“Beginning at the Carisso the Supervisors have placed 
guide boards giving distance to Julian, Yuma and the 
nearest water. We leave the Carisso wash, or dry river 
bed at the 6% mile post, and going to the right at the 7 
mile post reach the mesa. Here we pass over the large 
deposits of mica and then for several miles over a lava 
formation. Here for miles the country is almost a dead 
level. From Carisso to the Laguna, 26 miles, there is no 
water, and a good portion of the trip is over heavy sand. 
The guide boards, however, make the nearest water 37 
miles. This is accounted from the fact that the Laguna 
goes dry sometimes and the water referred to is the Cam- 
eron lake, which never gives out. We made our camp at 
Arthur Ewen’s homestead on a lake known as the Swim- 
ming Hole, about one mile southwest from the Laguna. 
Mr. Ewen has determined to open a farm in this hereto- 
fore barren waste.
